G. claims 54-63 drawn to a liquid crystal display according to Figs. 10A-10C. 

H. claims 64-66 drawn to a liquid crystal display according to Figs. 11-21. 

I. claims 67-71 drawn to a liquid crystal display according to Figs. 22-28.
